1974 Crop 


Introduction 


Upland, cotton ginned in the United States from the 1974 crop contained a record-high 
proportion of the staples 34 and longer, according to the Department of Agriculture, 
Agricultural Marketing Service. These medium and longer lengths accounted for four- 
fifths of total ginnings. White grades 31 and above represented 12 percent of gin- 

nings, down from 19 percent in 1973-74 ginnings. Fiber strength test results showed 
that cotton from the 1974 crop was a little stronger than a year ago. Cotton miking 
in the 3.5-4.9 range comprised a smaller proportion of ginnings than a year earlier. 


The 1974 upland cotton crop contained 8.9 million bales of cotton stapling 34 and 
longer. This was equivalent to a record-high percentage - 79 percent - of total gin- 
nings. Staple 35 was the predominant staple and comprised 44 percent of ginnings, up 
sharply from the 25 percent in 1973-74 ginnings. Ten percent of the 1974 upland crop 
was in the two lengths 32 and 33, down from 16 percent a year ago. Cotton stapling 
31 and shorter accounted for 11 percent of 1974 ginnings, the smallest percentage on 
record. The average staple of the 1974 crop was 34.2 thirty-seconds inches, the 
longest average staple on record. 


Ginnings of White grades 31 and above totaled 1.4 million bales, equivalent to 12 
percent of the 1974 upland cotton crop. This is down from the 19 percent in the pre- 
ceding season. Grade 41 was the most prevalent grade and accounted for 38 percent of 
ginnings against 39 percent a year ago. The Light Spotted and other Colored grades 


“made up 24 percent of total ginnings, the same as a year ago. The grade index of the 


1974 crop was 90.8 (grade 31 = 100) compared with 92.3 a year earlier. 


American Pima cotton ginned from the 1974 crop contained a larger proportion of the 
longer staples than last season but a much smaller proportion of the higher grades. 
The staples 46 and longer comprised 12 percent of total ginnings compared with four 
percent a year ago. Grades 4 and above accounted for 65 percent of ginnings, down 
sharply from the 84 percent in 1973-74 ginnings. 


Cotton ginned in the United States from the 1974 crop totaled 11,328,400 running 
bales, according to the Bureau of the Census. This total includes 11,239,700 bales 
of upland cotton and 88,/00 bales of American Pima cotton. The average net weight 
per bale of cotton ginned from the 1974 crop was 488.8 pounds.
